Short explanation of rule/amendment/repeal and reason(s) for proposing rule/amendment/repeal: In section 100, the second sentence was deleted. In section 101, the first sentence was
amended to clarify that a person may own interest in a package retailer’s permit and own interest in one or more on-premises retailer’s permit. The second sentence in 101 is being deleted.
Section 103 was amended to include that the chapter shall not be construed to prohibit rendering professional services for more than one package retailer so long as such professional
services do not constitute an ownership interest based on the fee being collected. Other minor changes were made.
